GENERAL . 


I  present  a  brief  typewritten  report  on  the  work  carried  out 
from  January  let  1920  to  December  Slot  1920. 

The  year  is  memorable  as  being  the  first  year  of  the  new 
Public  Health  Model  -  the  new  dispensation  -  The  Ministry  of  Health. 
It  cannot  be  said  that  any  advantage  has  accrued  to  the  Public 
Health  of  tho  County  and  the  administrative  difficulties  do  not 
seem  to  be  in  any  way  obviated.  Doth  at  Whitehall  and  at  the 
periphery  the  various  departments  and  committees  work  in  blissful 
ignorance  of  what  each  is  doing  and  recommending . 

No  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  need  for  co-operation  betweon  tho  Public 
Health  and  Education  Authorities  -  a  curious  omission  as  the  child 
is  father  to  the  man,  the  infant  in  duo  course  becomes  the  scholar, 
the  scholar  the  agricultural  labourer  and  artisan.  Thus  tho 
Education  Authority  has  been  considering  the  question  of  appointing 
School  Nurses.  The  Medical  Department  of  the  Board  of  Education 
without  apparently  any  consultation  with  the  Infant  Welfare 
Department  of  the  Ministry  wrote  recommending  tho  appointment  of 
two  whole-time  nurses.  On  tnw  v/twer  hand  the  Infant  Welfare 
Denartmont  made  no  ro commendation  as  to  the  number  requires  for 
health  visiting  which  is  now  in  abeyance  in  this  County-  and  it  i 
appears  from  this  that  within  no  distant  period  there  will  be  two 
sets  of  officials  visiting  each  home  in  the  County,  one  on  account 
of  infant  welfare,  the  other  for  the  well  being  of  tho  school  child. 
It  is  not  Implied  that  tho  number  of  officials  recommended  is 
oxcessi vo.  Our  latest  work  on  Preventive  Medicine  (  Hankivoll  & 
Hewlett)  recommends  one  nurse  for  each  500  school  children. 

■provided  she  is  doing  infant  welfare  work  as  well,  but  it  is  urged 
that  tho  impassable  gulf  fixed  between  the  various  departments  and 
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committees  leads  tr  increased  travelling,  increased  expense  and 
unnecessarily  increased  leisure  for  the  officials  appointed. 

The  short  hours  of  work,  the  fact  that  Saturday  is  a  dies  non,  the 
long  vacations  enjoyed  by  the  schools  and  the  frequent  closure  of 
school  due  to  infectious  diseases  cause  considerable  periods  of 
enforced  leisure  to  officials  of  oducation  authorities  unless  their 
sphore  of  activity  extends  to  the  kindred  field  of  Public  Health. 
Although  insufficient  stress  is  laid  by  the  Central  Departments  on 
the  necessity  for  co-oporation  -  a  fundamental  matter  which  essential¬ 
ly  concerns  such  bodies  -  yot  enormous  stress  is  laid  on  petty  matters 
of  detail  which  might  safely  be  entrusted  to  the  local  committees 
and  their  officers .  As  an  example,  this  Authority  has  been 
corresponding  with  the  Board  for  over  a  year  as  to  how  children’s 
pupils  should  be  dilated  fqr  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon.  As  boxes  of 
ointment  are  cumbersome  to  dispatch  to  villages  some  4  to  6  miles 
from  the  Centro,  small  tabloids  in  a  tube  were  used,  and  proved 
eminently  satisfactory.  The  Board  considered  that  the  children 
might  think  that  the  tabloids  were  sweets,  consume  an  enormous 
number  and  die  from  Belladona  poisoning.  Ointment  was  strongly 
recommended.  The  Local  Authority  oonsiderod  that  tho  ointment 
was  more  difficult  to  insert  into  the  eye,  usually  found  its  way 
on  to  the  cheeks  and  so  to  the  mouth,  and  that  the  children  would 
probably  think  the  ointment  was  an  ice  oream  and  consume  equally 
largo  amounts  with  the  same  result  as  depicted  by  the  Medical 
Officers  at  Whitehall. 

Both  sides  held  to  their  opinion.  Finally  a  new  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon  was  appointed  who  prefers  that  dilatation  should  1 
produced  by  drops  of  scopolcmine  morphine  inserted  by  himself, 
immediately  prior  to  the  retinoscopy.  Both  parties  may  now 
fairly  claim  the  olive  crown  of  victory  after  an  enormous 
correspondence  extending  ovor  twelve  months. 
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SCHOOL _ NURSES . 


No  Nurse 3  were  appointed  during  the  year.  Tho  Board  of 
Education  regards  those  appointments  as  essential ,  and  with  the 
neoessity  for  holp  required  both  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  and  by 
the  Dentist,  I  have  advised  that  these  appointments  bo  no  longer 
deferred.  It  should  be  notod  that  but  littlo  improveme  r,  can  be 
expected  in  the  number  of  children  treated,  or  the  number  of 
ohildren  cleansed, by  tho  appointment  bf  a  Sehool  Nurse  without  also 
making  extensive  arrangements  for  treatment  and  supplying  adequate 
accomodation  for  the  process  known  as  f deloueing' . 

SCHOOL  MANAGERS . 

Since  my  last  Report  no  more  Care  Committees  have  been 
established,  and  the  Market  Overton  Committee,  which  had  been  moot 
helpful,  has  ceased  to  carry  on  tho  work  as  it  considered  that  the 
high  wages  earned  by  the  iron  stone  workers  rendered  their  assistance 
unnecessary.  Since  that  decision  ( trade  depression  ha3  supervened 
and  the  works  are  on  short  time  and  two  of  the  parents  from  this 
very  village  have  written  to  me  recently  requesting  help  to  enable 
them  to  obtain  operativo  assistance  for  thoir  ohildren  who  aro 
suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

Tho  Oakham  Caro  Committee  has  been  faood  with  the  treatment  of 
40  cases  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adonoids,  and,  as  far  as  I  know, 
treatment  has  not  boon  obtained  in  any  ono  case.  The  Han ton 
Committee  has  boon  instrumental  in  obtaining  treatment  in  one  instance 
During  the  yoar  Hospital  o.nd  Dispensary  tickets  have  been  kindly 
given  to  the  County  Nodical  Officer  by  Lord  Ancaster;.  Lady  Codrington, 
Commander  Crichton  Maitland,  and  W»L.  Sargant ,  Esq., 

SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS . 

During  the  yoar  36  notifications  of  absence  from  school 
were  received  from  the  Attendance  Officers  ~  9  from  the  Oakham, 

2  from  tho  Uppingham,  and  25  from  the  Ketton  area. 
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HEAD  TEACHERS . 


I  again  thank  the  teachers  for  their  kind  and  able  assistance  , 
To  Mrs  Wellsted  of  Ketton,  who  is  retiring  shortly,  I  must  make 
special  mention  for  much  assistance  extended  ovor  a  period  of  nearly 
eleven  years. 

NUMBER  OF  VISITS  PAID  TO  SCHOOLS  AND  DEPARTMENTS . 

All  the  Schools  in  the  County  were  inspected  and  re-inspect©a 
during  the  year.  The  School  Medical  Officer  made  180  visits  to  the 
various  schools  in  the  County;  60  of  these  were  for  routine 
inspections,  58  for  the  purpose  of  re-inspection,  27  for  the 
examination  of  delicate  or  backward  children,  24  for  cases  of 
infectious  or  contagious  disease,  and  11  for  surveys  of  cleanliness. 

OTHER  WORK. 

Four  throat  swabs  were  submitted  to  microscopical  examination 


and  all  were  negative.  Two  samples  of -sputa  were  examined  and 
shewed  no  ovidenco  of  tuberculosis,  and  5  samples  of  hair  wero 
searched  for  the  ringworm  fungus.  One  sample  of  well  water  from 
a  school  was  analysod  and  found  satisfactory. 

NUMBER  OF  CHILDREN  EXAMINED . 

Children  are  examined  on  admission,  between  the  ages  of  8  and 
9  years,  and  on  reaching  their  twelfth  birthday.  A  schedule 
similar  to  that  described  in  previous  reports  is  used. 

The  total  number  of  children  examined  was  731;  328  of  these 
were  entrants,  215  intermediates,  and  188  were  leavers;  361  were 
boys  and  370  girls.  In  addition  to  theso,  933  were  re-examined, 

495  being  this  year’s  cases  and  438  being  children  examined  in 
past  years.  Altogether  1,169  children  were  examined  by  the  School 

Medical  Officer  during  the  year. 

I  attach  groat  importanco  to  the  persistent  following  up  of 

defective  children,  even  if  they  were  not  inspected  for  the  first 

time  during  the  year.  It  would  appear  from  this  year  s 

published  statistical  tables  that  tho  Board  takes  no  interest 

in  those  results.  This  seriously  affects  the  appearance  of 

our  treatment  tables.  Thus,  for  visual  defects  only  32  children 

of  the  56  requiring  treatment  this  year  were  seen  at  the  Clinic 

in  1920,  but  if  the  cases  left  over  from  last  year  are  included  as 
many  as  95  children  were  treated  and  94  provided  with  glasses. 
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Similarly,  only  13  of  the  1920  cases  of  enlarged  tonsils  and 
adenoids  received  operative  treatment,  but  if  cases  left  over 
from  previous  years  are  included  the  total  would  be  56= 

I  was  under  the  impression  that  the  tables  desired  by  the 
Board  of  Education  were  the  most  cumbrous  and  useless  which 
could  be  deviso-d.  Unfortunately  I  was  too  optimistic. 

The  Medical  Department  of  the  Board  has  risen  splendidly  +o  its 
opportunities  and  has  produced  tables  of  statistics  which  cause  an 
enormous  amount  of  work  and  are  as  useless  as  those  required  by  the 
Ministry  of  Transport  in  the  case  of  the  Railways. 

In  the  first  place,  why  are  the  statistics  necessary  ? 

They  are  simply  an  annual  regurgitation  of  facts  already  known. 

The  time  expended  in  these  vain  repetitions  might  bo  profitably 
expended  on  the  more  detailed  examination  of  the  abnormal  children 
and  on  the  one -hundred -and-one  questions  of  absorbing  interest 
in  the  school  clinical  work.  Again,  in  the  tables  recently  issued 
there  are  no  sub-headings  for  age  or  sex,  all  diseases  and 
deformities  being  recorded  in  their  rough  aggregate. 

A  peculiarly  irritating  refinement  is  the  division  of  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids  into  three  separate  categories  of  tonsils; 
adenoids.;  and  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids.  Surely  the  one 
heading  "  Nasal  obstruction"  would  have  boon  sufficient. 

Lastly,  the  information  required  this  year  as  to  the  number  of 
children  having  defects  instead  of  the  number  of  defects  is 
simply  an  irritating  inquisition  which  can  serve  no  useful  purpose. 

During  the  year  but  few  children  were  found  to  be  working 
out  of  school  hours,  undoubtedly  due  to  the  bye-laws  which  came 
into  force  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  few  cases  call  for  comment,  however. 

A  girl  of  12-J-  worked  for  33-|  hours  a  week  as  an  errand  girl  to  a 
drapers  establishment.  She  was  in  fair  health  excop ^  f  an 
unhealthy  throat  condition.  The  case  was  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  School  Medical  Service  Sub-Committee. 
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£  boy  of  12  years  of  age  was  working  for  36  hours  a  week  as  a 
baker’s  boy.  His  general  health  and  condition  were  excellent  and 
therefore  no  steps  could  be  taken. 

There  was  another  exactly  similar  case  of  a  boy  of  12  working  for 
27  hours  a  week  at  a  tailors,  and  again  owing  to  the  excellent 
physical  condition  of  the  lad  nothing  could  bo  done. 

A  more  serious  Case  was  that  of  a  scholar  working  for  28  hours  a 
week  in  a  bicycle  shop.  His  heart  was  slightly  dilated  and  owing  to 
a  very  bad  squint  his  sight  in  one  eye  was  so  bad  that  he  could  only 
see  and  count  fingers.  As  the  employer  was  his  parent  the  case 
presents  considerable  difficulty. 

Another  boy  worked  in  a 

gentleman’s  house  for  13  hours  a  week.  He  was  very  deaf,  much  below 
normal  in  nutrition,  and  dirty  and  fleabitton. 

I  noted  another  b©y  of  nearly  13  years  of  age  who  worked  as  a  rnilk- 
bo£  for  36  hours  a  week.  Except  for  an  enlargement  of  the  thyroid 

gl.and  he  was  normal  in  every  respect. 

During  the  next  year  throughout  England  a  great  and  useful  piece 
of  legislation  is  coming  into  force.  Most  of  the  bye-laws  adopted 

by  local  authorities  prohibit  any  form  of  work  for  children  under 

% 

the  age  of  12.  They  totally  prohibit  various  occupations  which 
minister  to  the  gluttony,  intemperance,  and  idleness  of  adults 
suoh  as  work  in  kitchens,  bars,  barbers  shops,  cinemas,  theatres, 
and  billiard  saloons.  For  children  between  12  and  14  light 

agricultural  work,  domestic  work,  errand  boy3  work,  and  newspaper 
distribution  is  allowed  for  a  limited  number  of  hours  a  day. 

It  can  be  prohibited  altogether  on  the  certificate  of  the  School 
Medical  Officer.  A  register  of  such  childron  has  to  bo  kept 

by  the  employer  and  has  to  be  submitted  to  the  officers  of  the 
local  authority.  I  consider  that  it  it  most  important  that 

tho  School  Medical  Officer  should  be  informed  as  to  the  identity 
and  whereabouts  of  such  childron.  No  doubt  such  arrangements 

are  contemplated,  but  so  far  I  have  received  no  communication 
on  the  matter  from  the  Local  Education  Authority • 
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EXTENT  TO  WHICH  DISTURBANCES  OF  SCHOOL! 

ARRANGEMENTS  WAS  INVOLVED  BY  INSPECTION. 

This  has  been  trifling,  but  in  the  following  single  roomed 
schools  the  children,  other  than  those  to  be  examined,  have, 
v/hen  v/eather  permits,  continued  their  studies  in  the  playground 
Eds/lh  Woston,*  Exton  R.O.;  Ridlington;  Tickencote;  and  Cottesmore 
Infants.  At  Pickworth  C.E-,  tho  Head  Teacher  kindly  placed  her 
sitting  room  at  my  disposal.  At  Langham  tho  disused  teacher's  house 
is  used  for  the  examination  of  scholars.  At  Oakham  the  examination 
has  taken  place  at  the  County  Education  Office.  At  Market  Overton  the 
Headmaster  -  Mr  Pittaway  -  prefers  to  dismiss  the  other  children. 

ATTENDANCE  AND  CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS. 

Six  hundred  and  eleven  of  the  73 i  children  examined  wore 
accompanied  by  their  parents  -  a  percentage  of  83.58  -  an  excellent 
result  but  not  quite  so  good  as  last  year  v/hen  86  per  cent  attended. 

Tho  exact  time  of  each  child’s  examination  is  stated  in  a  letter  to 
the  parents.  Subsequent  to  the  oxamination  ,  if  anything'- ami^s  is 
•found,  a  letter  to  the  parent  is  sent  stating  the  nature  of -each- defeat 
A  re-inspection  is  held  in  3  months  time  and  a  second  letter  of  advice 
id  written  asking  the  parent  or  guardian  to  communicate  with  the 
Medical  Officer  if  he  or  she  has  any  difficulty  in  obtaining 
treatment.  A  st.anped  addressed  envelope  is  enclosed  for  this  reply. 

In  cases  of  visual  defect,  parents  are  notified  of  the  exact  time 
and  date  of  the  examination.  Only  a  few  cases  of  refusal,  for  these 
examinations  have  been  noted.  The  Dental  Surgeon  simply  notifies 

the  parents  of  the  time  and  date  of  his  attendance  for  treatment. 
Unfortunately,  a  considerable  number  of  refusals  to  this  most  useful 
work  are  received.  But  undoubtedly  the  most  strenuous  opposition 
is  experienced  to  onea  attempt  to  provide  treatment  for  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids.  The  difficulty  is  aggravated  by  the  act  that 
it  is  wiser  to  do  this  work  in  institutions  and  only  a  few  of  the 
practitioners  in  the  County  are  keen  on  undertaking  it. 

Further ,  the  Board  of  Education  do  not  advise  recourse  to  legal 
compulsion. 
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CLOTHING  AND  FOOTGEAR. 


The  Board  do  not  require  remarks  under  this  heading  but  the 
majority  of  the  children  are  ’jell  cared  for,  clothed,  and  shod. 

UN CLEANLINESS  OF  HEAD  AND  BODY. 

SiK-hundred  and  twenty -one  of  the  751  children  examined  were 
clean  -  a  percentage  of  84.9.  This  is  a  distinct  falling  off  from 
last  year  and  the  year  before  that  when  90  and  87  per  cent  of  the 
children  were  reported  as  perfectly  clean.  108  children  were  described 
as  seriously  verminous  -  a  percentage  of  14.77.  Another  two  were  kept 
under  observation.  With  126  rases  left  over  from  last  year, 

236  verminous  children  were  kept  under  observation  during  the  year  - 
116  of  those  received  adequate  treatment  by  their  parents  during  the 
year.  The  remainder  were  in  much  the  same  condition. 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  exclude  156  children  for  uncleanly 
conditions  of  the  head. 

The  parents  of  7  children  were  procooded 
against  during  the  year  under  the  Attendance  Bye-lav/s. 

*  Those  children  had  been  repeatedly  excluded  from  school  for  verminous 
conditions.  The  oase  of  a  wi dow  who  pleaded  guilty  was  dismissed 
as,  owing  to  a  clerical  error,  the  Medical  Officer  was  not  in 
attendance.  Four  of  the  other  parents  were  fined  2/6  each,  ard  the 
other  two  5/-  each. 

Only  4  children  had  dirty  bodies  on  the 
day  of  the  routine  inspection.  These  were  kept  under  supervision 
and  were  subsequently  found  to  be  clean. 

MALNUTRITION. 

Six-hundred  and  eighty-seven  of  the  751  children  examined  were  of 
normal  nutrition  -  a  percentage  of  94.  Last  year  the  figure  was 
92.4.  Forty  were  classified  as  being  below  normal  in  nutrition  and 
4  as  of  very  poor  nutrition.  Thirty-three  cases  were  left  over  from 
last  year  so  that  altogether  77  cases  were  kept  under  observation. 

In  only  37  of  these  was  any  improvement  noted. 

1  am  accustomed  to  report  tho30  cases  to  the  Medical  Serv^oo  Sub¬ 
committee.  One  has  been  sent  to  a  Convalescent  Homo  at  Liverpool; 
another  was  reported  to  tho  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruel  by 
to  Childron.  In  no  case  has  any  extra  nourishment  been  granted. 

« 
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Eleven  of  the  children  suffered  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids, 
another  11  from  carious  teeth*  one  from  rheumatism,  and  one  from 
congenital  heart  disease*  In  12  the  social  circumstances  under 
which  the  children  lived  were  extremely  unsatisfactory. 

In  one  case  the  child  was  illegitimate  and  lived  in  an  overcrowded 
house  one  of  her  aunts  having  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip • 
and  one  of  her  uncles  being  imbecile*  In  another  the  child  was  poorly 
dressed  and  neglected  in  every  way*  He  lived  seme  miles  away  from 
school  in  a  secluded  farm  house*  His  parents  wero  constantly  being 
fined  largo  sums  for  his  failure  to  attend  school. 

A  considerable  number  o "  chi 1 dr on  remain  at  school  for  their  midday 
meal*  In  many  counties,  but  not  in  this,  one  of  the  teaching  staff 
remains  behind  to  see  that  the  childron  oat  their  food  under 
satisfactory  conditions-  The  educative  advantage s  -of  such  a  scheme 
cannot  be  over  estimated.  Much  hygienic  ItiiovUedgo  could  be  Imparted 
during  these  oC.d  collations. 


DEHTAb  DISEASE  - 

The  condition  of  child's  teeth  was  carefully  noted  as  in 

previous  years,  out  owing  to  the  dental  scheme  being  in  full  worWug 
order  the  attention  of  parents  was  only  called  to  very  severe 
conditions  cf  caries  or  sepsis.  Of  731  children  examine  as  many 
as  100  were  found  to  be  in  urgent  need  of  dental  assistance. 

Another  89  cases  were  kept  under  observation  from  previous  years* 

By  the  end  of  the  year  -14  of  these  189  children  had  been  attended 
to,  41  under  the  Council  Scheme,  and  3  by  private  dental  practitioners. 
During  the  year  the  administrative  arrangements  in  force  were 
practically  those  described  in  my  report  for  the  year  1919. 

The  Dental  Surgeon  was  to  all  intents  and  purposes  an  independent 
official  who  reported  at  monthly  intervals  to  County  Medical 


Officer*  The  Committee  now  hold  tho  Medical  Officer  responsible  for 
the  work  -  a  decision  which  is  in  accordance  with  the  expressed 
wishes  of  the  Board  of  Education.  Tho  arrangements  for-  visiting 

each  school  have  to  be  arranged  between  the  two  officials*

The  County  Medical  Officer  has  to  visit  and  report  on  the  working 
of  the  travelling  dental  clinic.  He  has  to  inspect  the  records.. 

A  Dental  Van  was  built  by  Messrs  Healey  &  Co.,  of  Empingham ,  near 
Stamford  for  the  Committee  at  a  cost  of  £219. 

The  Van  is  a  close  imitation  of  that  designed  by  Dr  Nash  for  the 
Norfolk  Education  Committee.  Its  exact  specification  is  as  follows 
Outside  Measurements .  13  feet  long  by  6  feet  3  inches  wide. 

Body .  8*  3"  high  at  side  with  top  elevation  8'  high 

Size  outside.  10*  3"  X  5’  9"  wide- 

Lined  inside  with  birch:  all  varnished  wood  and  fitted  with  cupboards 
and  wash  basin  at  either  side  of  recess  for  driver.  Also  a  drop- 
down  table.  Body  fitted  with  six  windows  2*  9"  X  lf  8".  opening 
outwards.  Light  build  for  one  horse  draft. 

Weight .  Approx:  1  ton  . 

The  Board  of  Education  recommend  that  the  Dentist  should  be 
assisted  by  a  whole  time  nurse.  in  view  of  the  financial  condition 
of  the  country  you  have  not  felt  justified  in  acceding  to  this 
request.  You  have,  however,  authorised  the  dentist  to  obtain 
assistance  from  village  women  at  a  cost  of  l/~  per  hour.

Inspections  and  extractions  were  performed  at  the  Oakham  Schools 
but  no  fillings  were  uhdertaken.  The  number  of  half-days  devoted 

to  inspections  was  returned  as  26-  tho  number  of  half-days  devoted 
to  treatment  as  293,  but  no  return  was  made  for  the  Oakham  Schools 
v/hore  395  tooth  wore  extracted.  It  must  bo  understood  that  tho

The  high  percentage  cf  children  requiring  treatment  is  n  error thy . 

It  is  higher  than  in  other  areas  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  whole 
school  population  is  afforded  treatment  and  not  only  selected  age 
periods.  If,  however,  one  studies  the  report  of  dental  as  distinct 

from  medical  inspectors  one  finds  that  the  amount  of  caries  is  not 
worse  in  Rutland  than  elsewhere.  Thus,  in  Hull  85^  of  the  children 
have  carious  teeth,  and  in  Sunderland  94.5^.  The  percentage  of 
children  accepting  treatment  is  gratifying;  nearly  70^  compared  with 
only  48.2^  in  Leeds-,  and  at  Stoke-on-Trent  in  49.5  per  cent  of  the 
cases  requiring  treatment  the  consent  was  withheld. 

I  noted  that  the  percentage  of  refusal  was  reaching  a  high  figure  in 
this  County  and  I  therefore  recommended  that  a  letter  be  drafted, 
warning  the  parents  that  if  they  persisted  in  refusal  they  would 
be  prosecuted  under  Section  12  of  the  Children  Act.  This  -iminedtahth  f 


increased  the  percentage  of  acceptances  from  40  to  nearly  70  per  cent. 


The  comments  of  the  parents  interesting  and  instructive. 

Thus,  the  parent  of  a  child  with  11  carious  teeth  writes  :- 
"  He  can  eat  and  drink  more-  than  enough  and  that’s  all  I  want  him 
to  do.”  let  another  "  I  am  not  going  mo  have  him  meosod  about 

just  to  please  you.51  As  a  corollary  to  this  Mr  Me ’Comb  writes 

"  I  cannot  put  up  with  the  persistent  rudeness  and  stupidity  of 
the  parents."  The  attitude  of  the  parents  can  scarcely  excite 

surprise  when  it  is  realized  how  recent  is  the  knowledge  of  the 
widespread  effect  of  dental  caries-  even  among  the  medical  profession. 
It  is  only  within  the  last  few  years  that  the  X-rays  have  demonstrated 
how  frequently  decay  exists  at  the  r-,ots  in  apparently  sound  teeth. 


and  Low  often  this  condition  exists  with  muscular  Rheumatism, 
fibror.it is  and  csteroarthritis .  It  is  certain  that  the  nation’s 
nd  teeth,  make  the  doctors  good  neney. 
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With  '-'egard  to  the  amount  of  work  performed  it  will  be  interesting 
to  compare  this  area  with  Cambridgeshire.  In  1916,  the  Dental 
Surgeon  to  that  Authority  extracted  5 7 173  teeth  in  12  months  and 
filled  in  a  like  period  ~i-0.  In  1915  the  same  officer  performed 
4,721  extractions  and  476  fillings.  In  the  Board's  Medical  Report 
for  1917  Page  71,  it  is  stated  that  a  whole  time  dentist  should 
be  able  to  inspect  and  treat  between  2,500  and  3,000  chile'  'n  and 
that  80-  100  can  be  inspected  and  the  findings  checked  jn  a  school 
session  of  2  hours.  This,  however,  postulates  the  help  of  a  Nurse. 
Another  great  detriment  to  a  large  amount  of  work  being  carried  out 
is  travelling.  There  is  no  cheap  and  convenient  method  of  transit. 
Motor  bicycles  are  everlastingly  breaking  down-  and  a v  reliable  car 
is  either  expensive  in  capital  or  annual  outlay  . 

Our  late  Dental  Surgeon  experienced  extraordinary  bad  luck  with 
his  machines  and  undoubtedly  this  has  had  a  vemr  considerable  effect 
upon  the  amount  of  work  accomplished,  but  is  did  not  effect  the 
high  quality  of  the  work  performed  and  I  am  ploased  to  note  that  you 
have  recorded  your  appreciation  of  Mr  Me’ Comb's  labours. 

During  the  year  no  lectures  on  dental  hygiene  were  given.  These  are, 
in  my  opinion,  most  necessary.  During  the  year  the  dental  drill 

in  the  schools  was  continued  but  so  far  it  has  not  been  extended 
to  all  the  schools  in  the  area- 

ENLARGED  TONSILS  _  AND  ADENOIDS . 

Ten  of  the  731  children  examined  required  treatment  for  cuiTr- gel- 
tonsils  nin  th  were  not  complicated  by  adenoids  and  24  suffered  from 
a  slight  degree  of  this  hypertrophy  which  required  observation  but 
not  operative  treatment.  Twontv-three  suffered  from  adencids 
requiring  operation  and  eight  from  a  slight  degree  of  this  overgrowth 
Sixty-one  children  suffered  from  enlarged  tonsils  complicated  by 
adenoids  which  required  immediate  operative  treatment,  and  22  from  a 
slight  degree  of  the  same  defect  not  requiring  immediate  surgical  aid 
Altogether  94  cases  wore  referred  for  treatment  during  the  year  - 
a  percentage  of  12.8.  Last  year  the  percentage  war  14.4; 


151  cases  were  left  over  from  last  year. 
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Altogether  245  cases  were  kept  under  observation  during  the  year 
Only  36  oases  obtained  treatment  as  compared  with  59  last  year. 
Cnfortunately  you  have  decided  not  to  undertake  the  treatment  of  these 
most  disabling  defects.  Most  of  the  surrounding  arias  are 

making  arrangements  with  hospitals  for  this  kind  of  case. 

It  is  essential  that  the  children  should  remain  in  an  institution  for 
a  day  or  two  after  the  operation.  Dr  Watson  Williams,  the  well  known 
throat  and  ear  specialist  of  Bristol,  urges  this  with  no  uncertain 
voice.  He  compares  the  results  of  100  in-patientx  cases  with  239 
operated  on  in  the  out-patient  department.  There  was  only  one 
unfortunate  result  among  the  in-patients  but  8  among  the  out-patients. 
Acute  mastoid  disease  occurred  in  3  of  the  out-patients  as  compared 
with  none  among  the  in-patients.  There  was  only  one  fatal  case, 
due  to  meningitis,  and  this  occurred  among  the  out-patients. 

I  again  urge  that  you  come  to  terms  with  the  authorities  of  the 
Oakham  Cottage  Hospital  and  Stamford  Infirmary. 

DEFECTIVE  HEARING  AHD  EAR  DISEASE . 

There  were  10  cases  of  serious  defect  of  hearing  among  the  731  - 
a  percentage  of  1.36*  (  last  year  the  percentage  was  l.l)  and  8 
cases  of  slight  defect.  All  these  cases  were  due  to  enlarged  tonsils 
and  adenoids.  There  were  three  cases  of  otorrhoea  and  two  of 
these  were  satisfactorily  treated. 

During  the  year  3  children  were  treated  in  institutions,  one  boy 
at  Leeds  and  a  boy  and  a  girl,  brother  and  sister,  at  Derby. 

The  boy  at  Leeds  was  unfortunately  expelled  on  account  of 
insubordination  and  as  he  is  approaching  16  years  of  age  it  is  not 
proposed  to  send  him  elsewhere. 

The  girl  who  had  been  at  the  Fitzroy  Square  Institution  was  moved  to 
Derby  and  after  great  difficulty  her  parents  were  persuadod  to 
allow  her  brother  to  join  her.  The  boy  went  for  a  term,  his 

parents  rofused  to  send  him  again  as  they  argued  that  he  was  not 
deaf  and  was  rapidly  becoming  dumb  owing  to  the  method  of  instruction 
provided  and  the  society  with  which  he  mixed.  In  this  opinion  they 
were  supported  by  their  family  physician. 
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A  report  wns, therefore,  requested  from  an  Anri at  at  Derby,  who 
confirmed  the  opinion  Of  your  Medical  Officer,  namely  that  the  child 
haa  catarrhal  deafness  from  adenoids,  that  he  is  very  deaf,  and  that 
he  is  far  better  in  the  Institution  that  outside. 

In  this  and  other  matters  I  must  record  my  indebtedness  to  the 
Secretary  of  this  Committee,  who  vigorously  and  successfully  combated 
the  folly  of  the  parents.  The  amount  of  virulent  abuse  bestowed 
on  both  of  us  is  the  amusing  part  of  an  o the rib e  unpleasant  incident. 

DEFECTIVE  VISION- 

Fifty-seven  of  the  731  children  examined  -  a  percentage  of  7.7 
suffered  from  defective  eyesight  and  56  of  these  will  require 
examination  by  the  School  Oculist.  Sixty-three  cases  were  left  over 
from  previous  years  so  that  altogether  120  cases  were  under  observa¬ 
tion  during  the  year.  Ninety-five  of  these  120  cases  have  been  seen 
by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  and  glasses  have  been  provided  in  94  cases. 
Twelve  suffered  from  simple  astigmatism,  66  from  compound  astigmatism, 
3  from  mixed  astigmatism,  13  from  simple  hypemmetropia ,  and  one  was 
emmetropic.  Five  Clinics  were  held  during  the  year  at  the  Oakham, 
Uppingham,  and  Ketton  Centres.  Ninety-one  children  were  re-inapeoted 
to  see  if  their  glasses  were  suitable.  Forty-three  spectacles  were 
broken  during  the  year  and  were  repaired  under  the  Authority’s 
Scheme.  During  the  year  under  review  you  concluded  ycur 

Agreement  with  Dr  J.O.  Musson  and  late  in  the  year  Mr  Laws ,  F.R.C.s., 
Senior  Surgeon  to  the  Nottingham  Eye  Infirmary  took  up  the  work. 
Excluding  two  children  who  are  being  educated  in  Blind  Schools  at  tho 
expense  of  the  Oakham  Guardians,  there  are  7  partially  blind 
children  in  the  County,  5  being  boys,  and  2  girls. 

with  one  .exception,  a  girl,  they  are  all  cases  of  congenital  cataract. 
In  two  the  sight  in  the  other  oye  is  good.  One  of  the  two  others 
is  doing  well  and  is  at  school.  He  is  under  tho  observation  of 
the  Leicester  Infirmary.  A  second  is  not  progressing  too  favourably 
but  is  under  the  supervision  of  a  distinguished  London  Specialist- 
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The  last  case  is  a  girl,  one  of  whose'  eyes  had  be-en*  removed  and  in 
.•hom  the  vision  in  the  other  eye  was  extremely  poor. 

Unfortunately,  just  at  the  tine  of  her  admission  to  a  School  she 
became  the  victim  of  the  immorality  of  an  elderly  man  and  owing  to 
this  no  accomodation  has  been  found,  although  I  have  written  to  all 
the  Certified  Institutions. 

One  parent,  an  ironstone  worker  earning  £4  a  week,  refused  to  bring 
his  children  from  Exton  to  the  Eye  Clinic  held  at  Oakham.  5  miles 
distant.  You  proceeded  against  him  under  Section  12  of  the  Children 
Act  of  1908.  He  declared  that  he  was  unable  to  pay  for. a  conveyance. 
The  School  Medical  Officer  attended  and  gave  evidenco.  It  appeared 
that  a  trap  could  have  been  obtained,  for  a  small  sum. 

The  man  persisted  in  his  refusal  and  the  Magistrates  inflicted  a 
fine  of  £4.  The  Authority  was  not  legally  represented. 

EXTERNAL  EYE  DISEASE. 

There  were  only  4  cases  of  external  o ye  disease  among  the 
731  children  examined.  On©  v/as  a  simple  stye  or  hordeolum, 
another  a'  case  of  congenital  ptosis  or  droop  of  the  upper  ©ye -lid, 
another  had  a  corneal  uloer.  One  of  these  received  satisfactory 
treatment.  In  the  general  school  population  a  bad  oase  of 
ectropion  and  a  long-standing  case  of  blepharitis  are  being  treated 
as  in-patients  at  the  Nottingham  Eye  Horspital . 

DEFECTIVE  SPEECH 

There  were  ony  3  cases  of  defective  oppech  which  required 

treatment:  one,  a  boy  at  Ryhall  who  stammered,  I  reported  to  the 

Medical  Service  Sub-Committee  who  asked  the  Headteacher  to  pay  special 

attention  to  him.  The  other  was  a  case  of  cleft  palate;  a  girl  who 

has.  unfortunately,  serious  tuberculides  of  the  skin.  She  is  awaiting 

admission  to  Alton.  There  are  two  other  cases  of  cleft  palate  in  the 

County.  For  one  I  obtained  admission  to  Great  Ormond  Street  Hospital. 

Unfortunately  3he  succumbed  to  acetonaemia  after  the  performance  of 

a,  successful  operation.  One  case  at  Oakham  also  awaits  treatment. 

The  wholo  emostion  of  defective  speech  is  in  a  very  unsatisfactory 
condition.  A  large  Central  Institution  is  urgently  required  for 
the  Midland  Counties  where  prolohged  and  skilful  treatment  could  be 
obtained  for  the  child  of  the  worker- 
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HEART  DISEASE _ ARP  ANAEMIA. 


There  wore  only  two  oases  of  organic  disease  of  the  heart 
among  the  731  children  examined.  One  of  these  is  an  interesting 
case  as,  although  the  heart  was  considerably  enlarged,  no  definite 
murmur  could  be  found  although  I  have  had  the  child  under  observation 
for  some  years.  Lately  she  has  had  to  stay  away  from  school  and 
treatment  in  a  Special  Hospital  such  as  Seftcn  Park  is  desirable- 
Tho  ofther  is  a  case  which  has  been  under  observation  for  several 
yoars.  It  is  one  of  congenital  disease,  probably  a  patent  ductus 
anteriosus.  In  addition,  there  were  5  cases  in  which  systolic 

murmurs  were  heard  at  tho  apex  but  which  showed  no  sign- of  struclrural 
disease  in  the  heart  or  enlargement  -  functional  cases. 

In  addition  to  the  two  serious  cases  described  above  there  are  8 
other  children  in  the  County  suffering  from  organic  heart  disease. 

Two  of  these  are  cases  of  congenital  heart  disease;  one  is  severe, 
the  other  comparatively  benign.  'Two  cases  at  the  Oakham  Girls 

School  call  for  comment  for  they  both  show  enormous  enlargement  of 
the  tonsils.  It  is  now  considered  vory  desirable  to  remove  enlarged 
tonsils  in  children  suffering  from  heart  disease  as  it  is  probable 
that  the  enlarged  tonsils  form  a  nidus  for  the  form  of  streptococcus, 
the  germ  which  is  the  cause  of  the  heart  disordor. 

One  child  you  have  sent  away  to  the  Sefton  Park  Convalescent  Hospital 
at  Liverpool.  Her  mother  was  a  widow  living  with  a  family  of  4 
in  a  small,  dark  two-rooined  cottage.  One  parent  refused  all 
offers  of  treatment.  I  am  about  to  bring  another  to  your  notice 

shortly  in  which  the  offer  of  treatment  has  boon  accepted. 

Altogether  than  there  are  ton  cases  of  organic  heart  disease  known 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  4  being  boys  and  6.  girls. 

DEFORMITIES . _ 

Only  4  deformities  wore  found  among  the  731  children  examined. 
There  was  one  case  of  bow-logs  which  would  be  improved  by  operative 
treatment;  one  case  of  hollowing  of  tho  back,  or  Lordosis,  which 
would  bo  improved  by  exercises,  and  one  case  of  that  form  or  ciub 
foot  knO’.n  ao  Talipes  Caloanoo  Valgus  in  which  operative  treatment 
is  necessary. 
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Tho.ro  was  ono  case  of  misplacement  of  tho  head  of  tho  radias  du©  to 
old  injury  in  which  it  ia  doubtful  if  much  benefit  would  bo  derived. 

In  tho  County  thoro  arc  some  9  oases  of  deformity  rbich  cause  more 
or  less  sovore  crippling.  Thoro  is  one  bad  case  of  congenital 
hip  joint  disoase.  Skilled  treatment  has 'been  offered  but  refused. 
Thoro  is  ono  case  of  congenital  club  foot  which  has  beon  operated  on 
several  times  at  Stamford  Infirmary.  Thoro  are  3  cases  of  club 
foot  due  to  infantile  paralysis  two  of  which  have  had  satisfactory 
treatment  and  one  who  is  awaiting  treatment-  There  is  an  extreme 
case  of  scoliosis  due  to  infantile  paralysis.  Treatment  would  probably 
be  of  little  benefit.  Thoro  aro  two  cases  of  ©ctrodactyly  to  whioh 
illusion  was  made  in  last  year’s  report. 

It  is  proposed  to  ask  tho  School  Nurse  to  keen  all  cases  under 
observation  and  to  report  now  cases  as  they  occur.

No  now  casoe  wore  found  among  tho  731  children  in  attendance. 
Among  tho  gonoral  school  population,  ho’/ovor,  thoro  aro  two  arrested 
cases  attending  ordinary  school :  ono  of  tho  hip  at  Ryhall  and  ono 
of  tho  knoo  at  Cottesmore  nixod.  In  tho  letter  the  ’-hole  kneo 
joint  has  been  oxclsod.  Ono  girl,  whoso  log  had  already  been

One  definite  case  was  found  among  the  731  children. 

It  is  a  case  of  long  standing  complicated  by  tubercular  glands  in 
the  neck-  At  present  the  glands  have  broken  down  again. 

There  are  3  other  cases  known  to  the  Oounty  Medical  Officer;  two 
of  these  are  arrested  and  have  had  sanatorium  treatment;  one  has 


refused  it. 

NERVOUS  DISEASE . 

No  cases  were  found  among  the  731  children  examined. 

Two  cases  of  epilepsy  in  girls  are  being  educated  in  Certified 
Residential  Schools. 


RINGWORM  OF  THE  HEAD . 

No  cases  were  found  among  the  731  children  examined. 

Only  3  cases  wore  found  among  the.  general  school  population. 

Thoso  were  situated  at  Oakham,  Tinwoll  and  Empingham 

The  one  at  Oakham  was  infected  by  a  case  from  another  County. 

That  at  Empingham  was  one  left  over  from  last  year. 

.One  case  was  X-rayed  at  Uppingham , and  cured  during  the  year  under 
reviow;  the  other  case  was  X-rayed  at  Stamford  but  epilation  never 
occurred  and  the  case  was  cured  by  other  means.  The  third  case 
is  now  under  treatment. 


It  is  interesting  to  record  the  gradual 
extinction  of  this  disease  in  Rutland  which  has  been  brought  about 
by  the  application  of  X-rays  to  all  cases  irrespective  of  the 
extent  of  the  disease.  The  exact  figures  are  as  follows  :-

and  as  in  cases  of  doubt  microscopical  examination  is  always  used 
this  is  a  result  which  amply  justifies  tho  expense. 

I  am  doubtful  if  any  other  area  can  claim  so  fortune  to  an  experience 
except  the  City  of  Paris,  where  tho  disease  is  now  extinct. 
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Only  2  oasoc  of  ringworm  of  the  body  wore  excluded. 

Thoro  v/oro  3  oases  of  soabioo,  2  oaooa  of  impetigo,  2  of  ichythosin, 
and  1  of  psoriasis  among  tho  731  children  in  tho  code  groups. 

It  wo, 3,  howovor,  necessary  to  oxcludo  65  children  of  the  general 

school  population  for  impotigo  and  11  for  scabies. 

OTHER  DISEASES . 

Seventeen  oases  were  recorded  as  requiring  treatment. 

These  included  8  cases  of  hernia,  5  of  phimosis,  1  of  dermoid 
tumor,  1  of  festula,  1  of  very  enlarged  thyroid,  and  1  of  cleft 

palate . 

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY . 

Twenty -3©ven  feeble  minded  children  are  in  attendance  at 
your  schools;  16  of  these  are  boys  and  11  are  girls. 

One  boy  is  attending  a  certified  school  for  the  defective. 

One  defective  boy  is  not  at  school.  One  boy  and  t-'o  girls 

were  notifiod  to  the  Local  Authority  during  the  year. 

One  imbecile  boy  and  two  imbecile  girls  are  attending  school, 

while  6  boys  and  girls  in  the  aame  category  are  staying  awa,r  from 
school,  tfwo  idiots  -  a  boy  and  a  girl  -  are  under  observation. 
Altogether  then  there  are  42  defective  children  in  the  County. 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  TILE  SCHOOLS , 

It  would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  that  any  striking  change 3 
could  have  boon  carried  out  during  the  year.  v,rith  the  execution 
of  tho  overhauling  of  the  drains  at  Oakham  C.E.  Schools  nothing 
has  been  done.  One  of  the  most  unsatisfactory  features  in  your 
schools  i3-  the  dirty  and  oaroleno  way  in  ~'hich  tho  to  -ols  and' 
lavatory  basina  are  kept.  The  towels  are  froouently  dirty, 
tho  basins  ore  full  of  dirty  water,  thoro  is  rarely  any  soap  in 
evidence,  although  an  ample  supply  is  always  forthcoming. 

The  Officos  are  frequently  dirty.  Much  of  this  could,  end 

should,  bo  rectified  by  the  children  thorn, salvos  aided  •  nd 
supervised  by  a  teacher.  It  would  form  preotical  zest 

to  tho  thcorotical  instruction?:  in  hygiono. 
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The  rater  supply  in  the  majority  of  the  school:?  is  -unsatisfactory 
Only  at  Oakham,  Uppingham,  Ketton,  Tinwell,  Exton,  and  Empingham 
is  a  really  satisfactory  supply  forthcoming.  Belton,  Lyddington 
Market  Orerton,  Edith  Weston,  and  Ashy-ell  depend  on  grossly 
polluted  supplies,  while  those  at  Barrowdon,  Seaton,  Caldecott, 
Preston,  and  Morcott  are  of  a  doubtful  character. 

The  sanitary  conveniences  are,  with  the  exception  of  Oakham, 
Uppingham,  Ketton,  and  Morcott  which  have  water  closets, 
chiefly  pails.  Privy  vaults  continue  their  insanitary 

existence  at  Belton,  Manton,  Lyddington,  Ridlington,  and  "Burlery . 
Sanitary  toilet  paper  has  for  many  years  been  provided  by  the 
Authority  to  all  schools  in  the  County. 

much  Oft  tho  evil  effect  of  faulty  buildings  would  be  obviated 
if  playground  classes  were  more  the  order  of  the  day. 

simple  awning  is  all  that  is  required  .  There  is  plenty 
of  spaco  for  such  clasoe3  at  Ketton,  Tinwell,  North  and  South 
Luffenham,  Seaton,  Wing,  Ridlington,  Belton,  Oakham,  Burley, 
Empingham,  Exton,  Stretton,  and  Greetham.
